WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN THE FIELD, June \..—Some

{ the territory west of the river Lys from near Warneton south- 
vard. British patrols reported today they had failed to encounter 
i single Prussian in this section. The enenfy evidently realized the 
critical postion it occupied in the Lys river bend and hurriedly de- 
samped in the face of the British pressure, 


French Aggressive. 


The strong German offensive against the French at Vauxaillon 
fonday in which trenches were stormed and captured was almost 
for naught, for the French force in a violent counter attack had 
‘egained nearly all their lost ground Tuesday night. Although the 

Jerman crown prince had launched his attagk with huge effectives, 

somposed of picked troops, and covered it by a heavy artillery fire 

and by bomb dropping aircraft, his tenure of the captured positions 
as short lived and only a salient 400 metres northeast of the Moisy 
Marm now remains in his hands. In addition, heavy casualties were 
diinflicted on the Germans, who left many dead on the field of battle.

“In the Champagne we made pro- 
Sane northeast...of. Mont Carnillet. 
Here we took some prisoners and cap- 
tured five aviation machine guns. 

“Fourteen airplanes and a German 
captive balloon were destroyed on our 
front in the period from June 8 to 20. 
In addition, seven enemy machines 
seriously damaged fell in our lines. 

‘In the same period our squadrons 
effected numerous sorties, They bom- 
barded notably the railroad station at 
Bensdorf, factories of Hayatga-Josuf 
at Moyeuvre, blast furnaces at Bur- 
bach ang in the Saar valley, railroad 
stations at Bethenivyille, Chatiet-Sur- 
Retourne, Mezteries, Charleville and 
Molshelm, the bivouacs in Suippe 
valley and munition depots in the re- 
gions of Laon, Thirteen thousand 
kilograms of projectiles were dropped 
during the expeditions which caused 
serious damage to enemy establish- 


ments, 
Rotaken All Positions 

PARIS, June 21,—The official com- 
munication issued by the war office 
tonight reads; 

“In the course of the day fighting 
was continued to our advantage east 
of Vauxaillon. 

“A counter attack by our troops in 
a trench section occupied by the 
enemy in the sector of Moisy Farm 
gave important results, At this hour 
we have retaken all of our positions 
with the exception of a salient situ- 
ated 400 metres northeast of this 
farm, where enemy groups are still 
matntaining themselves, 

“The artillery action remains very 
lively in this region. Between Hurte- 
bise and Craonne our first lines were 
quite violently bombarded, 


Pursue and Capture 

“In Champagne the advance made 
this morning by our troops northeast 
of Mont Carnillet was accomplished 
under particularly difficult positions. 
A German attempt about 3 o'clock in 
the morning to recapture positions 
which we had teken from them on the 
18th between Mont aCrnillet and Mont 
Blond was repulsed by our grenadiers, 
who, taking the offensive their 
turn, pursued the enemy detachinents 
into their own trench, which they 
captured. We made also an advance 
of 300 metres in depth on an extent 
of 600 metres, About 100 German 
dead remained on the ground, 

“Belgian communication; ‘Laat 
night there was bomb fighting near 
the Ferryman's house and the usual 
artillery activity during the day. Ar- 
tillery action took. place in the re- 
gion of Dixmude and near Pype- 
gaale,'"’ 

British Repulse Raiders

Minister Of Labor Replying To

OTTAWA, June 21.—When the 
house met this afternoon Messrs. La- 
pointe, Boier, Gauvreau, Fortier and 
other Liberal members from Quebec 
presented petitions against the con- 
scription act. 


Mr. Oliver pressed the minister of 
labor for a definite statement in re- 
gard tothe opening of the coal mines 
in the west.

ATHABASCA, June 21,—The  elec- 
tion in this district is proceeding 
quietly, A. G. MacKay, the Liberal 
candidate, has held meetings in this 
town and at several points in the 
country. ‘The meetings have been un- 
usually well attended and the feeling 
throughout the district is practically 
unanimously in favor of Mr, Mackay.

WIDER MEASURE 
OF CONSCRIPTION 


Appeals For Another Organ- 
ized Effort For Voluntary 
Recruiting. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, June 21,—This was an 
eventful day in parllament. Many 
short and vigorous speeches were 
made on tiie conscription bill and the 
interest throughout was keen. 

Fred Pardee, chief Liberal whip, de- 
clared emphatically in favor of the 
principle of conscription. In break- 
ing with his leader on this issue he 
said it was the most painful moment 
in his political’ life. While favoring 
conscription he asserted that there 
had been a lack of leaders and leth- 
argy, and that parliament and _ the 
government must atone for the short- 
comings of the past. He asked for 
a wider measure of conscription and 
appealed to the government to make 
another well organized effort to se- 
cure the men required by voluntary 
enlistment before bringing the bill in- 
to force, 

Moribund Parliament 

George McCraney of Saskatoon, the 
first western Liberal apart from Hon. 
Frank Oliver to speak in the debate, 
also strongly approyed of the principle 
of conscription and disapproved of 
the referendum amendment made by 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier. He believed, 
however, that Sir Wilfrid was actuated 
by what he believed to be the highest 
patriotic motives. Mr. McCraney 
feared, however, that it-would be dis- 
astrous for a moribynd parliament to 
endeavor to enforcé conscription in 
certain parts of Canida, Its eperation, 
he said, should be dalayed until after 
a general election. 

Hon, Arthur Meighen believed that 
the government had adopted the only 
possible course open to itt in view of 
the failure of voluntary enlistment. 
He said that the bill would promote 
unity instead of disunity and that 
it would fall less heavily upon Quebes 
than any other of the provinces. 

Quebec Will Fight It 

L. J. Gauthier, of St. Hyacinthe,

CROWD TEARS DOWN

Culminution Of Anti-Suffrage 
Demonstration At White 
House. :

WASHINGTON, June 21.—The per- 
sistency of suffrage sentinels at the 
White House in hoisting banners 
bearing inscriptions interpreted as 
being “treasonable” culminated in an 
anti-suffrage demonstration today, 
when a crowd of nearly a thousand 
persons tore down the banners for a 
second time. The inscription on the 
banner today was the same on the 
one displayed yesterday, accusing 
President Wilson and Elihu Root of

demand the enfranchisement of wo- 
men in the United States.

Spartan Regime Inures ‘‘Com- 
mand Of Death’’ For 
Battlefield, 


Interdenominational co-operation in 
Sunday school work was erdorsed at 
the Thursday afternoon session of the 
convention of Alberta Baptist 
churches, which after hearing the pre- 
sentation of several interesting and 
helpi'ul papers on different phases of 
method and organization of Sunday 
school work und the explanation of 
the standard efficiency tests, adopted 
unanimously, a motion to appoint a 
committee to co-operate with the com- 
mittees already appointed by the 
Methodist and Presbyterian denomina- 
tions and other committees yet to be 
appointed by other denominations of 
Alberta in a scheme for a federation 
to encourage and further develop the 
activities of the Sunday schools of Al- 
berta, 

This is the second important motion 
that has been carried unanimously by 
the Baptist convention signifying their 
desire to ally with other Christian 
workers in the province in a co-oper- 
ative effort for the betterment of the 
province. At the morning session it 
was decided that their young people 
should ally themselves under the 
Christian Endeavor banner with the 
world famous motto “For Christ and 
the Church,” During the addresses 


an apparent tendency to increase the 
general standard of efficiency of all 
departments of the work of the church 
and the common thought seemed to 
be that by co-operation the allies in 
Christian work could thereby secure 
greater efficiency. 


Standard of Efficiency 

The Sunday school standard of ef- 
ficiency of the Baptist Union was 
briefly outlined by A. W. Ward, sup- 
erintendent of a Baptist Sunday school 
at Calgary. He urged specially for 
the adoption of the cradle roll de- 
partment, the graded lessons, and the 
organization. of classes. During the 
qyestion period he favored the pro- 
motion of the teacher with the class. 

The teen-age problem and the hold- 
ing of the teen-age girls in the Sun- 
day school was the subject of a prac- 
tical and helpful paper by Miss Wil- 
son, 

A lucid explanation of the Canadian 
standard efficiency tests with their 
four-fold aspects of intellectual, physi- 
cal, religious and social service stand- 
ards was given in an interesting man- 
ner by A. L. Marks, who briefly out- 
lined the plan being so successfully 
managed in the city through the co- 
operation of the Y. M. C. A. and the 
Sunday schools of the various denom- 
inations. He told of his own class 
of boys in the Strathcona’ Baptist 
church which before the war had a 
membership of 19 boys, of whom 15 
enlisted, 2 had been killed in action, 3 
were wounded, Three joined the For- 
estry battalion and the others went 
with the fighters to defend: our lib- 
erty. The boys left in the class send 
letters regularly to those comrades 
overseas, One boy in turn writes the 
letters each week and then all sign 
each letter, The “left-behinds” are 
doing gardening work for the families 
of the boys who enlisted. He men- 
tioned that already at the request of 
a delegation of these boys the clty 
council had decided to establish a pub 
lic and safe “swimming hole” at Mill 
creek. Another scheme proposed was 
the establishment of a force of “hoy 
prefects" to assist and co-operate with 

the city police in the prevention of 
juvenile crime, A committee of the 
boys were also taking charge of the 
publication of news of boys’ activities 
in the daily papers in a special column 
for boys’ clubs, 

The work of the superintendent was 
briefly discuased by Mrs. FE. L. Hill, 
Mr. Davis and Mr. Hilton, followed 
by a free for all discussion summed up 
by J. H. Tabor. 

Teacher Training 

In a capable address, G. Fred Me- 
Nally, principal of the Camrose Nor- 
mal school, gave an outline of a prac- 
tical scheme of teacher training. He 
favored the class in teacher-training 
meeting at the same hour as the other 
classes of the Sunday school. 

The secretary A. W, Ward read the 
report regarding the Sunday School 
Federation for Alberta, which scheme, 
it seems, is to replace the old time 
Alberta Sunday School association, 
and is modelled on similar lines to 
that working with success in Saskat- 
chewan, 

Dr, Sheldon moved, seconded by 
Mr. Parish, that the convention enter 
Into the co-operative arrangement 
with the federation of other denom- 
inations in Sunday school work. It 
was carried unanimously and a small 
nominating committee appointed to 
nominate the Baptist committee for 
the Sunday school federation, 

By unanimous vote the convention 
recommended that their Young Peo- 
ple's Societies be arged to organize 
under the Christian Endeavor move- 
ment. This motion was carried at the 
Thursday morning session by a stund- 
ing vote after a lengthy discussion 
and the withdrawal of an amendment 
that it be laid on the table, 

Tho pastors of the rural churches 
made a strong plea for the ploneer in- 
terdenominational Young People's or- 
ganization as best suited to the needs 
of the community, especially in the 
towns and rural districts of Alberta 
where the young people could not 
a separate denominational socie- 
es. 

Report on’ Young People's Work. 

The report of Young People's Work 
which had been previously Presented, 
said that of the ten young people's so- 
cleties inthe Baptist churches of Al- 
berta that four were now Christian 
Endeavor, three were called Baptist 
Young People's Unions and three had 
no distinguishing name but were sim- 
ply called Young People's Societies. 
The membership of the ten societies 
totals 309.

They. wear 
their hair short or have their heads 
entirely shaven. 

Conmander Lieut. Buitchkareff ex- 
plained that most of the recruits were 
from the nigher educational academies 
or secondary schools, with a few 
peasants, factory girls and servants, 
Some married women were accepted, 
but none with children. The girl 
commander said: 

“We apply the rigid system of dis- 
cipline of the pre-revolutionary army. 
rejecting the new principle of soldier- 
self government. Having no time to 
inure the girls gradually to hardships 
we impose a Spartan regime from the 
first. They sleep on boards with- 
out bed clothes, thus immediately 
eliminating the weak. The smallest 
breach of discipline is punished by 
expulsion in disgrace, The girls 
carry the cavalry carbine, which is 
five pounds lighter than the regular 
army rifle. 

“We are fully official and are al- 
ready entered on the Hst of regiments 
Uniforms and supplies are receiver 
from the ministry of war, to which 
we render account and present re- 
ports. YesterIay the commander of 
the Petrograd military district review- 
ed us and expressed hig satisfaction. 
I am convinced that we will excel the 
male fighters." 


OUTLINES PLAN

Declares For Extension Of Credit 
To Small And Weak 
Countries. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 21.—Ex- 
tension of credit to small and weak 
countries is one of the most powerful 
influenceg that the United States and 
her allies may develop against Ger- 
many and Austria, sald Dr. Edward B, 
Pratt, chief of the bureau of foreign 
and domestic commerce, in an ad- 
dress before the National Association 
of Credit Men in convention here to- 
day. 

“We know,” said Dr. Pratt,’ “from 
the lmted amount of news that 
trickles through the Central Powers 
that very ambitious plans are being 
made to dominate the world's trade 
after the war, <A speaker at an Aus- 
trian meeting of invited manufac- 
turers is quoted as stating that plans 
have been perfected whereby after 
the war 120,000,000 people, the total 
population of Germany and Austria- 
Hungary, will buy their supplies from 
the rest of the world as a unit. 

“We know that the various indus- 
tries of Germany have been more and 
more consolidated into co-operating 
groups until virtually all German in- 
dustry has united as one producing 
and selling agency backed with the 
full power of the great German banks 
and the organization of the German 
government,”

DEFER ACTION 
REGARDING 
ISOLATION 


Differences Of Opinion Disclosed 
As To Necessity Increased 
Accommodation. 


Conditions at the isolation hospital 
were again the cause of a considerable 
amount of discussidh at the meeting of 
the hospital board on Thursday af- 
ternoon and the matter is not yet aet- 
tled, as it has been laid over in order 
to see if the financial condition of the 
city shows any improvement before 
the next meeting. 

H. H. Cooper, member of the ape: 
clal committee appointed to n- 
quire into the atate of the inatitution 
produced the report and plane of 
Building Inspector Meclyor, which 
provide for an addition to the hospital 
buildings at a cust of about $4,000. 
Mr. Cooper asked that the board 
should adopt the plans and scheme 
and ask council for the money to 
carry out the work. 

A Financial Objection 

Objection came from Ald. Bellamy, 
who said that there were fifty-four 
beds at the hospital and that tho city 
was financially unable’ to do any 
such work, 

Ald. Martin apposed on the ground 
that the work Was unnecessary and 
that he had found nothing wrong at 
the place. 

fr. Whielaw rafeed a strenuoug pro- 
test on the ground that the state of 
things at the hospitel had been mis- 
represented and that thero was plenty 
of gYPlipble accommodation, 

Mr. Pardee seconded Mr. Cooper's 
proposal, but éventually Mr. Cooper 
said that he would leave it over to the 
next pugeting. This was done, the 
proposition being withdrawn fM@r the 
time being. In the meanwhile Dr 
Whitelew will consult with the ad- 
visory committees of the Edmonton 
Academy of Melicine and obtain their 
opinion ag to what is needed at the 


hospital, 
Necessity Admitted 

Mr, Cooper waid that the necessity 
for the work had been decided long 
ago, but Ald. Bellamy rejoined that /1 
was only wasting time to take it he- 
fore council. So serlous was dhe fi- 
nancial situation that it was a ques 
tlon where the money to pay the hos- 
pitals next month would come from, 
and whether they would not have to 
run themselves. 

Ald. Martin sa'd that there had 
been complaints of the tollete and a 
cesspoc! under the kitchen, and other 
things of a similar nature. When he 
visited the hospital he found nothing 
of the kind existing. The place was 
clean and the patients were all wel! 
satisfied. 

Mr. Cooper said that the com- 
plaints were chiefly of one class of pa- 
tients being mixed with others in- 
stead of being isolated. 

Dr. Whitelaw complained etrongly 
of what he called the “wild and ex- 
aggerated” nature of the report 
brought before «he board by the visit- 
ing committee, and in consequence 
of which his work had increased, as 
people refused to go to the hospital 
on account of what they had read. 
There was always a prejudice against 
isolation hospitals, but at the present 
time there were people in the cly dy- 
ing in unsuitable hauses because they 
refused to go io the hospital. Dr, 
Whitelaw asserted that there was 
plenty of room at the ‘hospital and 
8 the patients received every atten- 
on, 

It being reported by the secretary 
that the present arranzsements at the 
Royal Alexandra hospftal are very un- 
satisfacory for the use of the X-ray 
apparatus, the beard decided to pro- 
vide an additional building for such 
purpose at the cost of about $1,500

The lady euperintendent of th: 
Royal Alexandra Hospital, Miss Camp- 
bell, reported that the Women's Hos- 
pital Aid has laid battleship linoleum 
on the fourth and fifth floors of the 
hospital, and had also denated two 
invalid chairs in honor of Mrs. Chal- 
iners and Miss Gilmaur.

He said that considering the great 
sacrifices that our brave men had 
made on behalf of those left behind, 
hothing was too good and every effort 
should be made to show these brave 
fellows that we took an interest in 
their welfare and made some attempt 
to show them we greatly appreciated 
their noble work on behalf of liberty 
and justice, 

The first verse of “O Canada” was 
sung very heartily at the commence- 
ment of the meeting. Miss Hilda Al- 
brecht then sang very nicely the woll- 
known song “Just Before the Battle, 
Mother” and Mrs. J. Smith favored the 
audience by singing in good style ‘The 
Long Trail.” 

Gets Hearty Reception. 

Private Clark on rising to address 
the gathering met with a most hearty 
round of applause, Ho said that in 
November of 1915 he enlisted in this 
city and early in December the month 
following left for Montréal to undergo 
four months’ training.

March to the Trenches. 

His description of the long and 
severe march to the trenches after 
landing across the channel and of his 
experiences during the long months 
which he spent there were most inter- 
esting. 

Private Clark was very modest and 
not at all boastful in his many utter- 
ances regarding the different battles 
he had been engaged in finally ending 
up by his being wounded at Vimy 
Ridge, a place that has recently been 
captured by the Canadians, and his re- 
moval to England after much stub- 
born fighting and resistance on the 
part of the Germans, 

Private Clark had with him a large 
collection of war relics and at the con- 
clusion of his address the audience 
were tnvited to the front to inspect 
them, The National Anthem was sung 
at the close of Private Clark's lecture, 
after which the ladies of the church 
supplied refreshments to all present.

Outrages by Pardoned Prisoners— 
Martial Law is Proclaimed 
in Tomsk 


Petrograd, June 21—Martlal law 
has been proclaimed in Tomsk, wes- 
tern Siberia, because of wholesale 
murders and robberies committed by 
criminals who had been granted am- 
nesty and had Joined the forces of the 
militant anarchists, More than 1,500 
of these pardoned criminals have been 
arrested with about eight hundred 
others, Twenty persons were killed 
and a number wounded.

Russia Repeating Scenes of the French 

Revolution - 

The scenes enacted during the 


Wreneh revolution are being repeated 
today in Russia and already there are 
mutterings among the people de- 
manding the life of the former Czar, 
as the French proletariat demanded 
the lives of those who had ruled and 
ruined them, The meagre despatches 
coming from Russia tell of the Czar's 
stoicism In his present condition as a 
prisoner in the Alexandrofsky palace, 
from where, but three months ago, he 
directed the destinies of 180,0,00,000 
people. But simple imprisonment 
doesn't seem to satisfy the now free 
people of Russia, They demand pun- 
ishment, exile to Siberia, where he 
sent so many of Mis former subjects, 
or death, The hotbed of the demand 
for punishment is Saratov, and the 
placards which recently appeared 
there, on which were written, “Trial 
for Nicholas I,” have been spread 
throughout Russia. Meanwhile the 
ex-Czar and his family are being 
close watched and prevented from 
communicating with each other, And 
even those who are keeping guard 
over them are being watched, Nich- 
olas sees his children at certain timos, 
his consort at others. Never is the 
family permitted to be together. 
Nicholas still wears his military uni- 
form. He reads the morning and eve- 
ning papers, digs in the garden, takes 
walks about the palace grounds, ac- 
companied by a. officer, and does his 
best to get news of the military oper- 
ations, Nothing else seems to inter- 
est him, not even the fate of his house 
or hig Immediate family. The former 
Cyarina reads religious works, She 
is said to be fanatical on the subject. 
The children make bandages for the 
wounded, They are all shut off from 
the outside world, and whatever 
knowledge they gain of the affairs of 
the world in general or Russia in par- 
ticular is throueh the daily papers. 
The regime at the palace prison os 
very severe, Every step the prisouers 
take is watched by a dozen eyes 
Meanwhile their fate hangs in the 
balance and rests with the Russian 
people, .
